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COUNCIL PUTS 
ASIDE £12m 
FOR ‘PENARTH 
LEARNING 
COMMUNITY’ 


THE Vale Council 
has set aside £12 mil¬ 
lion to fund the sec¬ 
ond phase of its 
school building pro¬ 
gramme - a phase 
which revolves 
around moving St 
Cyres School to one 
site in Penarth. 

The cash raised by sell¬ 
ing off the land in Dinas 
Powys, currently occu¬ 
pied by St Cyres Lower 
School, will go towards 
that £12 million. 

The council has coined 
the name ‘Penarth 
Learning Community’ for 
this second phase of the 
plan, as it appears that 
three special schools, 
Ashgrove, Ysgol Erwr 
Delyn and Ysgol Maes 
Dyfan, will become parts 
of one larger ‘campus’. 

Phase one of the pro¬ 
gramme was, of course, 
moving Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
onto one site, and this 
project, budgeted at 
around £20 million, is due 
to be completed in time 
for the new school year in 
September. 

Phase three will 
involve a mixture of new 
building and refurbish¬ 
ment at Llantwit Major 
Comprehensive.

Council cabinet yesterday 
(Wednesday), officers 
reported that The Penarth 
Learning Community has 
been advanced to RIBA 
Stage D+, which means it 
has an outline design and 
a cost plan, and is ready to 
be tendered. 

The scheme includes 
St Cyres Comprehensive 
School and the amalga¬ 
mation of Ashgrove, 
Ysgol Erwr Delyn and 
Ysgol Maes Dyfan on one 
site with residential and 
respite care, shared facili¬ 
ties and services. 

The new development 
will be on land occupied 
by the upper St Cyres 
Comprehensive School, 
and Ashgrove and Erwr 
Delyn special schools. 

The Welsh Assembly 
Government (WAG) 
prefers to fund 70 per cent 
of the cost, and the coun¬ 
cil report reveals that the 
total bill will be 
£57,330,000. 

The council, however, 
is asking that WAG pay 
for 79 per cent of the 
scheme, as the £12 mil¬ 
lion under discussion 
amounts to just 21 per 
cent of the total. 

Included in the coun¬ 
cil’s £12 million is the 
cash that the council 


hopes to recoup by selling 
the Dinas Powys school 
site and also land at Ysgol 
Maes Dyfan. 

A share of the receipts 
from the Penarth Heights 
development (£500,000) 
is also included. 

In a letter explaining its 
policy on funding such 
school building pro¬ 
grammes, WAG says that 
if it is asked for more than 
70 per cent, it will be 
judged on whether a 
sound business case has 
been made. 

Coun Tony Hampton 
said: “Our plans for the 
Penarth Learning 

Community will provide 
first class facilities for 
both secondary and spe¬ 
cial education needs 
pupils. We hope that the 
innovative nature of the 
plans will secure the nec¬ 
essary funding from 
WAG. 

“We are committed to 
improving education 
facilities in the Vale. As 
part of our 21st century 
schools initiative, in 
response to parental 
demand, we also hope to 
open a new Welsh medi¬ 
um primary school in 
Barry, adjacent to Ysgol 
Gyfun Bro Morgannwg 
and bring into use an area 
of wasteland as new 
playing fields.”

“He was arrested and 
handcuffed and fled 
from the scene. When 
re-arrested the following 
day, he was found to be 
in possession of method- 
one.” 

His counsel David 
Purnell, said: “He began 
misusing drugs from the 
age of 13.

Several 
tests have indicated neg¬ 
ative drug results.” 

He said that further 
intervention would keep 
him on the right path.

MP says aont scare people as... 

AM warns Wales may 
face huge budget cuts 


THE newly-elected 
Vale MP, Alun 
Cairns, has accused 
an Assembly 

Member of being 
‘alarmist’ in claim¬ 
ing the new coali¬ 
tion government 
might cut hundreds 
of millions from the 
Welsh budget. 

Last week, Plaid AM 
Chris Franks warned that 
the Conservatives and 
Liberal Democrats in 
Westminster might make 
cuts of £220 million this 
year in the Welsh budget. 

During budget ques¬ 
tions in the Senedd, Mr 
Franks commented: “I 
am calling for a meeting 
with Conservative and 
Lib Dem Ministers 


regarding the impact of 
the UK Government's 
spending cuts on the 
Welsh budget. I hope 
that there will be move¬ 
ment on the recommen¬ 
dations of the Holtham 
commission and reform 
of the outdated funding 
formula for Wales. 

“It is generally 
acknowledged that we 
are being short-changed 
to the tune of £300 mil¬ 
lion a year for our public 
services. I regret that the 
last UK Government 
failed to resolve this vital 
issue, which could sub¬ 
stantially protect our 
health service, schools 
and police forces.” 

The Budget and 
Business Minister in the 
Assembly, Jane Hutt, 
confirmed that she had

written to the new Chief 
Secretary to the 
Treasury, David Laws in 
the Conservative-Liberal 
Democrat coalition, to 
ask for an early meeting 
with him. 

Mr Franks added: “I 
am worried that the 
budget in July could risk 
the recovery. The Liberal 
Democrats, after warn¬ 
ing of a budget full of 
cuts, will do a u-tum and 
vote for a slash and bum 
budget this financial 
year. 

“This will cause prob¬ 
lems for local councils, 
health and education 
bodies given the 
National Assembly has 


already agreed the 2010- 
11 budget. There will be 
a lot of belt tightening to 
get the deficit down 
rather than taxing very 
high earners.” ut Alun 
Cairns pointed out that 
money should be saved 
by cutting waste leaving 
front line services 
untouched. 

He said: “There is no 
rationale behind the 
statement. Alarming and 
frightening people does¬ 
n’t serve anyone. We 
obviously need to live 
within our means but we 
have said that if we cut 
waste, front line services 
can be protected. 

“Unless debt is cut, 
unemployment will rise 
and our economy will go 
into another recession. I 
would hope that in this 


era of new politics Plaid 
Cymru would recognise 
the challenges, rather 
than seeking to scare 
people and making 
cheap political points.” 

On Monday, David 
Cameron, the new Prime 
Minister, met Wales’ 
First Minister Carwyn 
Jones at Cardiff Bay, and 
said that if the Assembly 
wanted a senior Treasury 
Minister to answer ques¬ 
tions following the 
Budget, then that would 
happen. 

He also offered to 
answer questions once a 
year in the Assembly, but 
added he was in favour 
of Assembly ministers 
making the return trip to 
answer questions in 
West mi nster.

laying down of the pres¬ 
ent playing fields, 
including those used 
now by Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg - subse¬ 
quently being a 
maths/statistics teacher 
until I retired. I retain 
my interest in school 
sports. 

Third, I am a resident 
of Glen Mavis Way, off 
Greenbanks Drive, 
Barry, the proposed site 
of the new school. 

I am strongly 
opposed to the building 
of the new school on 
Greenbanks Drive or on 
Port Road. My reasons 
are to do with the 
inevitable traffic chaos 
which will result. At 
8.45am on the Friday on 
which I write, I did a 
survey: In the car park 
of Ysgol Bro Morganwg 
there were already 53 
cars and two buses 
(some had already left). 
In the Community 
Hospital there were 74 
cars and 31 in the over¬ 
flow car park. 

All these would prob¬ 
ably have arrived within 
the previous half hour. 

I did not go to the 
Comprehensive site, but 
I know that there would 
have been more than at 
the other sites. 

Were there to be a 
primary school built on 


Greenbanks Drive, the 
number of cars of the 
staff of that school must 
be added to the above 
total and all of these 
would enter and leave 
by just one road. 

Because the new 
school will be primary, 
many parents will want 
to bring their children 
by car and will want to 
see them safely onto the 
school premises (and to 
collect them). 

To drive in and out is 
likely to be impossible, 
so they will want to 
park on Colcot Road or 
Greenbanks Drive and 
walk their children to 
the school. 

Add this to the fact 
that the traffic is heavy 
at that time of day with 
people going to work 
and it is easy to envis¬ 
age the potential traffic 
chaos and its attendant 
dangers. 

Turning to the use of 
school playing fields: 
much has been said 
against the selling-off of 
school fields for build¬ 
ing. 

This amounts to the 
same thing, so I oppose 
it. A GEM report quot¬ 
ed Paula Ham, head of 
strategic planning as 
saying that this will 
increase the overall area 
of playing fields.

It is not the area that 
matters but the use to 
which it can be put. 

Suppose one builds 
on half of a football 
field and creates two 
other areas each of the 
same remaining area - 
one ends with 1.5 times 
the previous area but 
not one football field. 

The field off Port 
Road will just contain a 
400m track in the sum¬ 
mer. If a school takes 
up only 10 percent as 
claimed, then this will 
not be possible. 

Finally, as an inter¬ 
ested resident, I am 
astonished to read in 
Paula Ham’s comments 
that there was a public 
consultation meeting on 
April 27. 

Where was it pub¬ 
lished? I know of no 
interested parties, in the 
area which will be most 
affected, who knew of 
this meeting. 

For the above, and 
other reasons, the only 
sensible conclusion 
appears to be that nei¬ 
ther Greenbanks Drive 
nor Port Road is a suit¬ 
able site and that the 
authority must seek out 
another site, probably 
well away from this 
already congested area. 

Organisational theory 
tells us that decision 
makers tend to be irra¬ 
tional, even in the face 
of counter-evidence, 
and will seek to justify 
their decisions. 

I wish them well, but 
wonder if they will 
make the effort.

Councillors consider 
plan to prevent 
cemetery flooding 


A PROPOSAL to 
enlarge the pond at 
Merthyr Dyfan 
Cemetery in Barry 
to prevent poten¬ 
tial flooding, is 
under considera¬ 
tion by councillors. 

At a meeting of the 
amenities committee, 
Martin Killick, an 
architect, and Chris 
Gray, a consultant, 
gave a presentation on 
the proposed drainage 
system in the new 
extension to the ceme¬ 
tery. 

The two men told 


councillors that they 
had had meetings with 
the Vale Council and 
Welsh Water, who had 
both expressed con¬ 
cerns over flooding in 
the area around the 
cemetery - if drainage 
was not controlled 
properly. 

The two men have 
proposed that the 
pond in the cemetery 
should be enlarged by 
four times its current 
capacity, and that pipe 
work should be put in 
place to allow excess 
water to flow into the 
drainage system at the 
same rate as before. 


The Vale Council 
and Welsh Water were 
in agreement with the 
proposal, councillors 
were told, although 
amended planning 
may be required. 

Coun Shirley 

Hodges explained that 
an ornamental pond 
had been constructed 
in the cemetery, to 
encourage biodiversity 
and local wildlife, and 
the idea was for that 
pond to be increased 
in size. 

She said: “The 
whole of the cemetery 
is a greenfield site and 
we have had to consid¬ 


er a plan to deal with 
excess water. 

“The proposal 
means the flow of 
water will be con¬ 
trolled and there will 
not be added pressure 
on the drainage sys¬ 
tem. 

“Hopefully, this will 
provide a solution.” 

If plans are given 
the green light, a ten¬ 
dering process could 
soon be under way, 
and work could begin 
as early as August.

AN additional 
butSstop is to be 
provided in Dinas 
Powys after an 
appeal by Plaid 
Cymru regional 
AM Chris Franks. 

The new bus stop will 
be located near 
Brookside on Cardiff 
Road, Dinas Powys. 
Coun Jeff James, Vale 
Council cabinet member 
for planning and trans¬ 
portation confirmed the 
news in a letter to Mr 
Franks. 

Mr Franks said: “I 
was approached by con¬ 
stituents who asked for 
the bus stop. This par¬ 
ticularly affects residents 
living in Castle Drive 
and Millbrook Heights 
and the stop will reduce 
the walking distance for 
residents. 

“I’m very pleased that 
the Vale Council has 
agreed that a bus stop 
should be located near 
Brookside which will 
particularly help older 
residents and parents 
with young children.”

Auschwitz horrors: 

‘We were shocked 
by the brutality of 
the Nazis’ crimes’ 

- say two Vale schoolgirls 


TWO students 
from year-12 at 
Ysgol Gyfun Bro 
Morgannwg, 
Bethan Heslop and 
Catrin Williams, 
were chosen to visit 
Auschwitz camp in 
Poland with 150 
other students from 
all across Wales. 

The purpose of the 
trip was to gain an 
insight into Jewish daily 
life in the notorious Nazi 
concentration camp. 

A particular aspect of 
the visit that was empha¬ 
sised was that - “every 
individual who perished 
was part of a community, 
and when we speak of 
loss, we also mean loss 
of culture, customs and 
ideas - as well as peo¬ 
ple .” 

Bethan and Catrin 
commented: “Our 

expectations were very 
different on the day from 
how the experience real¬ 
ly was; and we were 
shocked by the vastness 
of the brutal crimes the 
Nazis carried out as the 
day went on. 

“We were unsure how 
to feel and it was hard to 
come to terms with the

experience, because we 
couldn’t possibly begin 
to imagine how the Jews 
felt. 

“Auschwitz sums up 
the Holocaust for many 
people because of its 
infamous nature. Even at 
the time, the name 
caused a nauseating 
feeling of dread. 

“The atmosphere was 
chilling and there was a 
feeling of cold beyond 
the imagination. 

Knowing that all these 
inhuman crimes had 
happened here, right 
where we were standing, 
was unbearable. It was 


impossible to smile and 
being there was over¬ 
whelming. 

“One thing which was 
striking was the bitter 
cold. It was completely 
unbearable and in our 
skiing jackets and two 
pairs of socks we could¬ 
n’t possibly imagine 
working there every day 
in a pair of thin striped 
pyjamas. 

“It’s hard trying to 
describe how you feel 
while looking at the 
results of these actions. 
Looking at an enormous 
pile of shoes, we saw 
how the Nazis saw the 
people, not as individu¬ 
als, but as objects. 

“The Jewish people’s 
bags showed the star of 
David, and their person¬ 
alities came through 
when we saw their 
belongings. 

“Another poignant 
experience was seeing 
the ‘Arbeit macht Frei’ 
gate. Walking through it 
after millions of Jews, 
and seeing the same 
scene that they saw, was 
surreal. 

“After seeing many 
pictures, seeing this in 
person was an amazing 
experience. ‘Hearing is 
not like seeing’. ”

Community order for 
mum whose children 


had to put her to bed 


Report by AJ SICLUNA 


A drunken mother, 
who neglected her 
two children to such 
an extent that on 
one occasion they 
had to walk her 
home and put her 
into bed after she 
had downed five 
glasses of white 
wine, was sentenced 
to a two-year com¬ 
munity order, at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

After the incident one 
of the children said he 
“could not put up with it 
any more” said prosecu¬ 
tor David Thomas. 

The 47-year-old 
woman, who cannot be 
identified for legal rea¬ 
sons, had admitted before 
Vale magistrates two 
charges of child neglect 
and had been committed 
to the Crown Court for 
sentence. 

The community order 
also involves a supervi¬ 
sion order, and she was 
ordered to pay £250 


LOCAL residents 
are being asked for 
their views on 
housing and rural 
life in the Vale.

8. Number of people 
in rural communities in 
technical housing need. 

9. Local housing 
requirements - what 
local people need and 
want. 

“This study will 
largely provide numeri¬ 
cal information to 
inform the council’s 
housing and planning 
strategies, but we would 
also like to get a wider 
sense of why people 
might move to or leave 
communities, what will 
make them sustainable 


costs. 

Judge Philip Richards 
said: “The important 
needs of the children and 
the defendant have to be 
considered.” 

He said references 
spoke of her in the high¬ 
est possible terms and of 
the efforts she had made 
since. 

There had also been 
correspondence from 
Alcoholics Anonymous 
and an alcoholism coun¬ 
sellor. 

“The course I should 
adopt is one to enable her 
to put this behind her and 
care for the children.” 

He added: “It goes 
without saying, and you 
recognise it, that what 
happened was wholly 
unacceptable and you 
since regret it. 

“Alcohol is a very 
invasive drug and can 
affect the best of people. 
I am sure you are sincere 
in your determination to 
overcome your prob¬ 
lems.”

Any drone that does 
mate with a queen will 
also die, as when the 
mating is completed, the 
queen bee will pull her¬ 
self free and in so doing, 
will divest the drone of 
his reproductive organs, 
leaving him to drop to 
the ground and die (they 
mate on the wing). The 


He said she was a

As the Assembly 
Member for the Vale of 
Glamorgan, I have 
been very involved in 
supporting the resi¬ 
dents and relatives 
affected by the pro¬ 
posed closure of the 
Bryneithin Care Home 
in Dinas Powys. 

In March, the Vale 
Council announced 
that the closure of 
Bryneithin would not 
proceed as planned. I 
wrote to the Minister 
for Social Services, 
Gwenda Thomas AM, 
to ask for her advice 
about the proposed clo¬ 
sure. She replied to me 
last week saying: “My 
understanding is that 
the authority’s decision 
to close Bryneithin 
stands but will not pro¬ 
ceed while it continues 
to meet the needs of 
current permanent resi¬ 
dents who choose to 
remain there.” 

While I welcome 
the decision not to 
close Bryneithin for 
the residents remaining 
there in a care environ¬ 
ment they are familiar 
with and benefit from, 

I have raised my con¬ 
cerns, as have the rela¬ 
tives, about the Vale 
Council’s decision not 
to offer temporary con¬ 
tracts and respite for 
the many people with 
dementia who need 
these services. 

It does not make 


A S we 

address the 
pressures on 
our public services, 
we must put men¬ 
tal health at the 
forefront by stand¬ 
ing up for people 
with mental health 
needs and their 
carers, who do not 
always have a 
strong voice. 

This week is Mind 
week, and when I visit¬ 
ed the Rainbow Centre 
in Llantwit Major on 
Friday I signed up to 
their campaign theme 
for 2010 ‘ Taking care 
of business’ urging 
employers and employ¬ 
ees to make their 
workplaces more men¬ 
tally healthy. 

Each year, one in six 
workers experiences 
depression, anxiety and 
stress as a direct result 
of problems at work 
which can lead to life¬ 
long ill-health unless 
they are addressed. 

The Travellers in 
Mind cafe and gallery 
at Barry Town station 
has been raising aware¬ 
ness all week with 
commuters on the 
importance of looking 
after your mental 
health. 

The Rainbow Centre 
also has a relaxation 
session tomorrow, May 
,21, at 3pm. For further 


information on the 
campaign, contact 
01446 730792. 

This links closely to 
the work of Hafal, who 
support patients and 
families recovering 
from serious mental ill¬ 
ness with a recovery 
programme and sup¬ 
port for carers offered 
in the Vale at the Amy 
Evans Centre. I visited 
their Road to Recovery 
VW microbus during 
the Hafal visit to 
King’s Square in Barry 
last week. Many peo¬ 
ple were stopping by to 
enjoy the Caribbean 
theme of the exhibition 
but also to discuss their 
needs and concerns. 

One in four people 
experience mental ill 
health, so there are 
very few people who 
are not affected. Like 
Mind, Hafal also cam¬ 
paigns to raise our 
understanding of men¬ 
tal health and to make 
sure government lis¬ 
tens to those who need 
good services. The 
Hafal campaign 
includes a call to pro¬ 
tect mental health serv¬ 
ices and to ensure that 
in future all mental 
health services are 
developed and deliv¬ 
ered in response to 
individuals’ care plans. 

We have new Welsh 
laws coming forward 
to address mental 
health needs, and 


organisations like 
Hafal and Mind, as 
well as all those who 
work in the NHS and 
local authorities in 
mental health services, 
know how important it 
is that we protect and 
develop these services. 

Services for people 
who have dementia 
also need strong cam¬ 
paigns to ensure that 
needs are addressed 
and services improved. 

The Health and 
Social Services 
Minister wrote to 
Assembly Members 
last week and gave a 
statement to the 
Assembly about the 
next steps for a demen¬ 
tia plan for Wales. 

She has been liaising 
with the Dementia 
Task and Finish Group 
to discuss priority 
areas. These included: 

1. Improved services 
provision through bet¬ 
ter joint working 
across health, social 
services, social care, 
third sector and other 
agencies. 

2. Improved diagno¬ 
sis and timely interven¬ 
tions. 

3. Improved access 
to better information 
and support for people 
with dementia and 
their carers, including 
the need for advocacy 
and improved training 
for those delivering

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A fresh financial start 
after divorce - not as 
simple as you might think 

Whilst getting a divorce ends the contract of marriage it does 
not sort out the financial aspects of your relationship. 
Agreeing a financial settlement is one step but unless you 
enter into a formal agreement (known as a Consent Order) 
and get a Clean Break Order your ex could make a claim 
for a share of your assets, property, income or pensions in the 
future. 

Don’t risk your lottery winnings or inheritance

Even if these claims are 
ultimately unsuccessful, without a Clean Break Order in place, you will still have the 
cost and hassle of dealing with the application. 

Agree yes, but get it in writing 

The most constructive and cost effective way to reach any financial agreement 
with your ex is always to try to agree as much as possible between yourselves and 
family lawyers will certainly not discourage you from doing this. However it is 
imperative that, once you have reached an agreement with your ex, you take legal 
advice to ensure that agreement is turned into a Clean Break Order that binds both 
of you. In many situations, your lawyer may be able to do this work for you, at a 
fixed fee. 

Without a formal written agreement your ex can make a claim at any time! 
Always ensure that there is a financial ‘Clean Break’ between you and your ex with 
a Clean Break Order. 

To make matters even more complex there are circumstances where it may not 
be in your best interests to agree a clean break. Where children are involved for 
example or there’s a large pension or investment due to mature. Sometimes in 
these circumstances a Deferred Clean Break Order can be used.

We also had a 
Welsh slate floor 
installed.”

that and it has always 
been a sought-after 
residential area, with 
good connections to 
the M4 an undeniable 
bonus. 

Although it does 
have a population of 
11,000 residents with¬ 
in its borders, it 
retains a sense of 
community, with the

In fact, as time has

Discussions about 
high taxations and the 
folly of costly, unsuc¬ 
cessful wars in other 
countries may be more 
21st century than 12th 
century, but the parallels 
are there, giving the film 
a feel of pertinence and 
context. While not using 
these themes as a broad 
context, it does add a lit¬ 
tle extra meat to proceed¬ 
ings. 

With Ridley Scott in 
the director’s chair, the 
film looks absolutely 
gorgeous as you would 
expect, the film shot with 
great care and attention 
to detail. 

With the sweeping

Crowe is probably the 
oldest person to step into 
Hood’s tights, the actor 
does a predictably good 
turn, riffing on the noble 
hero intent on vanquish¬ 
ing evil but bringing 
enough substance to the 
role to make him feel 


Irish, but Crowe should 
be applauded for not 
going down the Kevin 
Costner route. 

Around him is a cast 
of great pedigree that all 
do an excellent job. Cate 
Blanchett makes the 
character of Marian far 
more appealing, taking 
away the helpless damsel 
in distress routine, and 
making the character far 
more independent and 
stronger. As always, 
Blanchett is very good, 
locating the inner 
strength of a character 
struggling to keep her 
head above water as the 
pressures from outside 
threaten her way of life, 
and she shares a strong 
chemistry with Crowe. 

Mark Strong is corner¬ 
ing the Hollywood bad 
guy market at the 
moment, and having 
been devilishly evil in 
Sherlock Holmes and 
Kick-Ass, adds another 
wonderful villain to his 
repertoire with Sir 
Godfrey. 

While suffering from a 
lack of explanation (a 
plight that also affects 
several other characters), 
Strong still manages to 
make the character repre¬ 
hensible, playing off the 
English and the French 
while relishing the 
opportunity to take the 
money of landowners - 
yet again. Strong shows 
the bad guys of film how 
it is done. 

While Oscar Isaac 
does snivelling and gut¬ 
less with aplomb as 
Prince John, William 
Hurt and Eileen Atkins 
bring weight to their per¬ 
formances, and while 
Kevin Durand, Scott 
Grimes and Alan Doyle, 
as the ‘merry men’, and 
Matthew Macfadyen as 
the sheriff of 
Nottingham, offer up 
enjoyable turns, they 
aren’t used enough, nor 
given enough in their 
characters, to really fac¬ 
tor. 

That is one of the

How to make your 
text look professional 


DO you sometimes 
wish that you could 
make the docu¬ 
ments you print a 
little more exciting? 
Perhaps a bit easier 
to read? There are 
those who would 
like to do it, but 
can’t spare the time 
to do all the format¬ 
ting to achieve the 
desired result. Help 
is on the screen. 

Previously, I 

explained how a spread¬ 
sheet is a tool that could 
save an enormous 
amount of work, espe¬ 
cially if you have to use 
lots of numbers. See our 
website notes on 
penarthcomputerclub.co. 
uk. 

The great labour-sav¬ 
ing device mentioned in 
the bit about formatting 
cells within a spread¬ 
sheet also applies to text 
in documents and 
Autoshapes (more about 
Autoshapes later). It is a 
button called the Format 
Painter. 

When writing a docu¬ 
ment you can make 
some of the text bold, 
italic, underlined, 
coloured, larger, smaller, 
a different typeface or 
any combination of the 
above. This is done by a 
series of clicks to high¬ 
light the text, then, for 


example, click on 
Formats>font, then 
select the font, font style 
and size and click OK. 

This enables you to 
give variety to the 
appearance of your writ¬ 
ing or to stress the 
importance of some of 
the words. 

In the same way you 
can alter the spacing 
between the lines or 
whether the writing is 
aligned to the left, to the 
right or centred. 

Let’s say that you 
have done a lot of typing 
and then decide that you 
would like to re-style 
several bits of it to match 
a section that you spent 
some time adjusting to 
get it just as you wanted 
it. The last thing you 
fancy doing is repeating 
all the work you did to 
set up the special 
appearance. You don’t 
have to work so hard. 

Simply click on any 
piece of the already-for¬ 
matted text; click on the 
Format Painter button on 
the standard toolbar (it 
shows a paintbrush) and 
then highlight the text 
you want to paint. That 
text instantly takes on all 
the attributes of the orig¬ 
inal selection. The 
Format Painter is auto¬ 
matically cancelled. 

If, however, you want 
to repeat the process 
many times, then dou¬ 


ble-click on the Format 
Painter button and it will 
continue to paint new 
text until you click on it 
again to cease painting. 

The Autoshapes I 
mentioned are available 
from the Drawing 
Toolbar. To open the 
Drawing Toolbar right- 
click on a blank part of 
any toolbar and select 
Drawing, from the list 
that drops down. The 
Drawing Toolbar will 
appear at the bottom of 
the window. 

Autoshapes provide a 
selection of lines, con¬ 
nectors, stars, banners, 
flow-chart shapes and 
more. They are wonder¬ 
fully customisable and 
can be formatted exten¬ 
sively. They can be used 
in a simple way or com¬ 
bined to make complex 
drawings and the Format 
Painter can also be used 
to great effect. I suggest 
that you explore the pos¬ 
sibilities even if it is just 
for fun.
